"Some of these days, whether 
we want to or not, we're going to 
have to do what any sane indi- 
vidual would do—balance outgo 
with income. The amount here is 
sufficient."

accepted increases of $2,326,000 in 
the appropriation bill, to be used 
mostly to augment the number of 
mail carriers. 
The amendment to increase the 
rent, light and fuel item was 
shouted down. 


Agree on Cotton Program. 


Senator Smith (d., S. C.) 
ported agreement by a

house conference committee on 
provisions for the cotton program 
under the ever-normal 
granary 


bill. 
Smith said the group had 
agreed on a program calling for 
10,600, (000 bale production this 
year with a penalty of 2 cents a 
pound or $10 a bale on production 
in excess of quotas. 


Revive War Referendum. 


Four senators, meanwhile, un- 
dertook to revive the war refer- 
endum proposal, which, the house 
recently shelved after 
President 
Roosevelt denounced it. 
Senator 
Nye said he and three colleagues 
who have introduced slightly dif- 
ferent constitutional amendments 
\vould agree on one measure and 
try to obtain a senate vote at this 
session. 
Nye said the new pro 
posal would make a popular vote 
on declaring war unnecessary if a 
foreign nation invaded any part of 
the western hemisphere.

FREIGHT RATE BAD 


Declares It Would Tend to 


Intensify Recession— 


Suggests Cut. 


WASHINGTON. (^>). Secy Wal- 


lace told the interstate commerce 
commission Tuesday that freight 
rate increases now being sought 
by American railroads would "tend 
to intensify the current lecession." 
The administration's agricultural 


spokesman 
suggested 
railroads 


actually should reduce their rates, 
which he declared to be among the 
factors 
"hindering, rather than 


helping, a recovery in industrial 
activity.'"' 
Wallace testified on an applica- 
tion of the nation's rail carriers 
for a. 15 percent raise in rates 
on virtually all commodities, in- 
cluding agricultural products. 


Criticizing what he called "in- 


flexible" rate schedules, the cabinet 
officer suggested that the commis- 
sion establish "a flexible policy 
which would result in freight rates 
lower in depression periods and 
higher in prosperity periods." 


Higher rates, just now, Wallace 


contended, would reduce the vol- 
ume of agricultural as well as 
general railroad traffic. This would 
hold rail revenues about at their 
present level, he said, if it did not 
actually reduce them.

QUEBEC COLLEGE FIRE 


Several Persons, 
Most of 


Them Boy Students, and 


One Priest Killed. 


ST. HYACINTHE, Que. (UP). 


Fire destroyed the Sacred Heart 
college here, killing several per- 
sona, most of them boy students. 
The body of Father Jean Baptiste, 
64, an instructor, was the only one 
immediately identified. Five others 
were of boys from 10 to 15 years 
old. 
Twenty others were missing 


and 30 were taken to a hospital in 
serious condition. 
The fire had made considerable 


headway when discovered in the 
east wing- of the building shortly 
after 2 a. m. Students and priests 
hi that section were trapped. 
At 10:30 a. m. St. Hyacinthe 


police reported that six bodies had 
been recovered and that another 
had died in hospital 
of 
injuries 
bringing the known dead to seven 
Panic 
among 
the 
occupants 


hampered rescue work. 
Many of the boys were trapped 


in their beds on the fourth floor of 
the dormitory. 
Others were in- 


jured when they leaped from win- 
dows to the ice covered ground in 
their night clothes. 
Long after the fire was brought 


under control the heat was so In- 
tense that rescue workers were 
unable to search for bodies in the 
smouldering debris. 
A 
workman 
returning home 


turned in an alarm, but the flames 
had made so much progress- that 
firemen could not prevent the 
building from being destroyed. 


The building, of stone, 
was 


erected in 1900. 
Long 
before 
the 
fire 
was 


brought under control priests went 
among the more seriously injured 
administering the last rites. 


The school was founded in 1900 
by the teaching brothers of the 
Sacred 
Heart. 
In the 
building 


when the fire broke out were 160 
pupils and 30 priests and brothers.

Can't Be Collected For. 
In an unofficial opinion supplied 


to T. S. Allen, Lincoln attorney, 
Harry Grimminger,- assistant at- 
torney general, holds that if a 
county contracts for merchandise 
in excess of the provisions of the 
annual budget, it may deny liabil- 
ity even where the goods have 
been delivered and used. In fact( 
no liability ever attached, the con- 
tract being void. A contrary in- 
terpretation 
would 
completely 


nullify the principal purpose of 
the act, which was to prevent such 
conditions arising, he nays. 
It follows that persons dealing 


with officers of the county are 
chargeable with knowledge of the 
limits of authority as fixed by 
statute. 
If purchases are made 
that have not been included within 
the budget, it is the opinion of the 
attorney general's office that the 
merchant cannot look to the county 
for payment of goods sold and 
delivered.

Outside of Douglas and Lancas- 
ter, no other Nebraska county had 
as many as 1,000 persons unem- 
ployed Hall county, Grand Island, 
came closest with 956.

Norris announced a judiciary sub- 
committee had agreed tentatively 
on revision of his constitutional 
amendment proposal to make it 
provide for definite rejection of 
constitutional amendments by the 
states. 
Testifying before the subcom- 
mittee, James Emery Brooks of 
Glen. Ridge, N. J., said the present 
amendment method leaves uncer- 
tain the status of any amendment, 
such as the long pending proposal 
to ban child labor. - This has been 
voted on by many state legisla- 
tures but three-fourths the num- 
ber necessary for ratification have 
not accepted it. 


Norris said his plan probably 


would carry a provision that here- 
after when more than one-third of 
the states rejected an amendment 
it would be dead. 
The Norris proposal, as now 


drawn, would simplify 
constitu- 


tional changes by permitting adop- 
tion of amendments by a majority 
popular vote in two-thirds of the 
states. Two-thirds votes in both 
houses 
of 
congress 
would 
be 
necessary to submit & proposed 
amendment. 


George E. Sullivan, Washington 
attorney, told the committee in a 
brief that the Norris plan would 
"weaken safeguards against hasty 
and unwise amendment." 


He asserted that legislatures 


should continue to act on amend- 
ments. "The ordinary voter does 
not have the technical knowledge" 
necessary to pass on constitutional 
questions, he argued. 


U. S. District Judge William 
'Clark of New Jersey supported 
the Norris plan because, he said, 
he was convinced of the need of 
more constitutional amendments.

voir or identification material for 
he use of police agencies in the 
Jnitecl States and 83 foreign coun- 
ries," he said, more than 10,000 
agencies actively participating in 
milding it up. 
Fletcher told the sheriffs that in 


jtx months there were located 
hru this file 3,162 fugitives for 
various police ' agencies 
in the 
United States. As an example, he 
cited the case of Robert Green,

'ears in the Colorado state peni- 
entiary on a charge of forgery." 
The prisoner escaped after two 
years and "wanted" notices were 
sent out.

Rise Began in October and 


Payroll Expansion Likely 


to Keep Up. 


CHICAGO. UP), A back to work 


movement is under way in the na- 
tion's meat packing plants, fig- 
ures of the industry disclosed. 


The rise in employment began 


in October and, with prospects of 
increased livestock receipts this 
year, packers expect payroll ex- 
pansion to be maintained or wid- 
ened. 
Larger meat 
tonnage, which 


governs operations in the industry, 
is causing the employment upturn. 
The increased tonnage also stimu- 
lates stockyards and transporta- 
tion activity. 


Since September the, nation's 
meat animal slaughter increased 
28 percent, with a sharp gain of 
94 percent in hog processing far 
more than offsetting slight de- 
clines In other meat animals. 
The packing industry's index of 


employment compiled by the bu- 
reau of labor statistics rose from 
86.8 in August and September to 
90.5 in November. This was still 
below the November, 1936 figure 
of 96.8 and the three year peak 
of 99.4 in December, 1936. Pack- 
ers believe the December, 1937, 
index figure will be even larger 
than that for November because 
hog slaughter increased 20 per- 
cent.

An entirely new system of deal- 


ing with complaints against law- 
yers for misconduct was set up by 
the supreme court Tuesday when 
it named committees in each of the 
18 judicial districts of the state. 
This was done under the bar in- 
tegration system which became ef- 
fective Jan 1. Heretofore the at- 
torney general has investigated 
such complaints and where he 
found cause began actions in su- 
preme court asking for disbarment 
or discipline. 
Under bar integration all com- 


plaints must be made to the com- 
mittee of the district in.which the 
member complained of resides. It 
shall make an informal and pri- 
vate investigation, and if satisfied 
the complaint is without merit it 
shall dismiss it 
If it finds that 


there is reasonable ground to be- 
lieve a member is guilty of an of-

FOR GREATER SECRECY. 


Word has come from Washing- 


ton that army and navy authorities 
will maintain greater secrecy here- 
after concerning American armed 
forces. The navy, for instance, will 
no longer publish 
periodical re- 


ports on the strength of the Amer 
ican navy, the number and names 
of ships under construction, and 
their percentage 
of completion, 


While the navy promises to co- 
operate with newspaper men is 
fully as possible, a flat "no" will 
be given all requests for informa- 
tion on many subjects that have 
been discussed freely in the past. 


It vfould be going too far to 


say that this means the peo- 
ple's business is no longer to be 
the people's 
business, 
that the 


people are to be deprived of knowl- 
edge of their own affairs to which 
they are' entitled. 
There is al- 


ways some argument on this point 
when it concerns military matters 
Many military and naval gentle- 
men have felt that the publu 
has all along known too much ol 
the" affairs of the army and navy 
They have argued for greater 
secrecy 
and the 
suppression of 


anything that might reflect un- 
favorably on either branch of the 
service. 
They contend that effi 


ciency demands that the people 
pay the bills and depend'upon thi 
men imposed with authority to 
manage'things properly. 


Thus many persons who are by 


no means new dealers will stand 
up in defense of the admtnistra 
tion in this move. They will say 
that for the good of the services 
the affairs of the services should 
be shrouded in secrecy. They wil 
further contend that this is not the 
first step toward fascism as som 
critics charge. 


Whether or not the step is one 


in suppression of information to 
which the public is entitled, it is 
one which is on the face of it o 
doubtful value. The navy may dis 
continue publishing its periodic re 
ports on strength, but that wil 
not mean that foreign powers wil 
not be acquainted with the stat 
of the navy. It merely means tha 
embassies will have to spend a 
little more money gathering infor 
mation and keeping .records, an 
that "Jane's Fighting Ships" wi 
likewise have to spend more mone; 
gathering information if it is t 
keep the information In this war 
ship almanac uptodate. 


Everyone who can read and ha 


the inclination to do a bit of re 
search can find in the latest navy 
report the exact status of the nav; 
on June 30, 1937. With that as 
basis it is an easy matter to kee 
track of congressional appropria 
tions for ship construction. Whil 
it may be difficult to keep tab o 
construction progress without a 
elaborate spy system, the employ 
ment of an observer in the vicinit 
of each shipyard can readily re 
port on launchings without viq 
lating any laws. After all, foreign 
powers are only interested in fight 
ing strength and construction au 
thorized.

No Snorer Need Hear Himself. 
When we are asleep we breathe 
naturally, that I*, with the, belly. 
whatever 
our 
chesty 
affection 


when awake. Altho an .adult may 
breathe quietly, almost soundlessly 
while asleep, the breathing of a 
healthy person asleep is generally 
audible—if it isn't then one may 
reasonably suspect he is just pre- 
tending to be asleep. 


There is a world of difference 
between the soft murmer of nat- 
ural breathing and the distressing 
sound of a snore. The maddening 
part of it is, that, like the skunk 
which is indifferent to its own 
cent and the snake which is im- 
lune to its own venom, the snorer 
s not annoyed by his own snoring, 
there is a moment at the 


orderland 
of sleep when 
the 
norer may catch himself in the 
ct If he has a mind to. 
Essential cause of snoring is re- 
axation. The normal relation of 
he body in sleep, plus relaxation, 
labbiness and engorgement of mu- 
ous membranes of nasal passages 
nd throat. This causes more or 
ess breathing thru the mouth. One 
ource of the sound of snoring is 
he vibration 
of the soft palate, 


lapping in the wind of the cur- 
ents of air entering thru the nasal 
oute and thru the oral route. An- 
ther cause, particularly of the 
readful gurgling sounds and the 
v. k. "death rattle" or choking 
ounds some snorers emit, is the 
ropping back of the tongue so 
hat it obstructs the entrance to 
he windpipe (glottis) like a ball 
•alve. 
When the tongue drops back 
and obstructs the breathing the 
mergency awakens the sleeper, at 
east enough to bring his tongue 
orward again. In cases of actual 
ose of consciousness, coma or gen- 
ral anesthesia, 
however, it is 
iccessary to watch the patient to 
irevent actual suffocation from 
his ball valve action of the tongue. 
Easiest way to guard against it i3 
"iy placing the patient in such a 
losition as to keep the tongue for- 
ward by 
gravity. For 
example, 


urn the patient on one side, with 
he head low, no pillow, and keep 
him in that position by means of 
illows or other support. Incident- 
.lly, this will greatly moderate 
snoring or noisy breathing in any 
case, and -the hourly change from 


side to the other is rather 


beneficial in general. 


A snorer who earnestly desires to 
ivercome his snoring should first 
lave a general physical examina- 
ion. If at all overweight he must 
ollow a suitable regimen to con- 
rol the weight. He must adopt a 
•easonable program of exercise to 
restore some measure of condition 
and overcome the general flabbi- 
ness. Often he or she needs a 
series of local treatments to re- 
ieve chronic congestion or thick- 
ening of the mucous membrane of 
the nasal passages or perhaps con- 
servative surgical treatment for 
lypertrophy of turbinates. In some 
cases 
simple 
enlargement 
or 


hypertrophy of tonsils and ade- 
noids calls for sunbaths or an opti- 
mal ration of vitamin D or both. 


The snorer should sleep prefer- 
ably in an unheated room but al- 
ways 
comfortably 
warm; with 


ight but warm covers; always on 
one side, never on the back; with- 
out a pillow or with the smallest 
pillow he can contrive to use com- 
fortably.

HAND IN PERSONNEL 


Have Some Definite Ideas of 


Own Along Merit System 


Administration Lines. 


Three 
city 
directors, 
Messrs. 
Berg, Erickson and Vcnner. have 
been dealt hands in the personnel 
or merit system fling and late 
Monday were in conference with 
the council. 
Later they held a 


huddle of their own and expect to 
come up Friday with some sug- 
gestions. They will meet again in- 
formally with the seven legislators 
at 4, p. m..on that day, the per- 
sonnel director also to be present 


One suggestion from the direc- 
tors, councilmen concurring:, is 
that salary schedules properly be- 
long to administration. One of the 
numerous 
personnel 
ordinance 


drafts, and possibly more, placed 
this responsibility under the per- 
sonnel board. 
The schedules are 
already set up under the directors 
and will remain there. 
An informal discussion before 


the regular Monday meeting and 
another after the regular failed to 
produce final personnel results. 
There have been rumors that en- 
thusiasm over the whole thing is 
not what it was when the subject 
first was proposed several months 
ago.Mayor Copeland said that the 
legal department will again re- 
draft the ordinance with proposed 
amendments for council considera- 
tion. 
Some of the amendments 


have been tentatively tho not def- 
initely approved. 
There appears 


to be general approval of an out- 
side personnel board instead of a 
board made up of three directors 
as originally proposed not, how- 
ever, at the solicitation of tha 
latter. 
It appears likely that the board, 


if and when chosen, will be of a 
personnel 
entirely 
disconnected 


from the city payroll with mem- 
bers in no way conrected with po- 
litical parties 
or organizations 
other than as members and voters, 
not as officers or organizers. 
It 
also appears likely that city em- 
ployes may not be permitted to 
get politically boisterous in time 
of city primary or city gener;il 
election. 
Political or 
religious 
choices are not supposed to influ- 
ence appointment of city workers 
under the proposed setup. 


No Fund Certainty. 


The council also undertook to 


discuss, informally, federal housing 
but found they had nothing befoie 
them. There was no report from 
the legal department, the may«r 
said, as to the various legal angles 
and right of procedure under the 
council and no report on costs 
from the engineer. 
There is no 


certainty, the mayor added, tha t 
federal funds will be available 
Councilmen 
have 
not publicly 
spoken on whether tly>y favor this 
type of venture even if there are 
no hindrances and the money is 
offered. 
Many citizens, however, 
have argued that while such proi- 
ects may be desirable for industrial 
cities Lincoln perhaps is not prop- 
erly of such class.

Pike who in 1807 wrote of the mid- 
west, "There were places where 
there was no vegetation; the wind 
had blown sand and lose dirt into 
fanciful shapes."

Numbers of sheep and Iambs on 


feed are about 78 percent of nor- 
mal but 36 percent above the un- 
usually small numbers on feed a 
year ago, says the Nebraska co- 
operative crop and livestock re- 
porting service. Numbers of sheep 
and lambs on feed in the corn belt 
states are 21 percent greater than 
a year ago while those in the 
western states are about the same 
and for the United States as a 
whole there are 10 percent more 
than a year ago, and 10 percent 
above the 1933-37 five year av- 
erage. 
The number of sheep and lambs 
on feed in Nebraska is estimated 
at 610,000 against 450,000 a year 
ago and 780,000 two years ago 
and the 1931-34, four year average 
of 784,000 head. There were ap- 
proximately 460,000 head on feed 
In the North Platte valley with 
415,000 head on the Nebraska side 
against 325,000 head in the North 
Platte valley last year with 290,- 
OOO head on the Nebraska side. 
Approximately 82,000 head were 
placed on feed 
In the central 
Platte valley. 
Elsewhere in the 
etate sheep and lamb feeding is 
very light. 
A total of 3,286,000 head are 
being fed in corn 
belt states 
against 2,718,000 head last year 
and 2,990,000, the 1933-37 five year 
average. Increases are shown for 
all corn belt states except Wis- 
consin and Minnesota, the largest 
being In Iowa and Nebraska. Most 
of the increase in Nebraska was 
in the North Platte valley area 
where the number was 125,000 
head larger than last. 
A considerable part of the in- 
creased number of lambs on feed 
this year over last are Texas 
lambs, either on feed in Texas or 
in other states.

-Fitting Shoe 
Causes Foot 
Ailments 


One Is Hammer Toe, 


Which Is Described 
by Noted Physician

ALTHOUGH THE majority of 


persons are born with normal and 
healthy feet, as a result of foot 
abuse and the wearing- of ill-fit- 
ting shoes, sooner or later many 
suffer from foot ailments. Among 
them is the condition called "ham- 
mer toe". 
It results from the 


wearing of shoes that are too 
small, too short or too narrow. Of 
course, hammer toe may exist at 
birth, but this la a rare occur- 
rence. 


Hammer toe Is a marked flexion 


or bending- of one or more toes of 
the foot. Usually the toe becamea 
bent at the first Joint so that it 
stands up above the level of the 
other toes. 
This position favors 


constant pressure and friction of 
the elevated Joint. In consequence, 
a corn or callous results. 


In simple cases of hammer to* 
the deformity can readily be cor- 
rected by the wearing of proper 
footgear. 
Occasionally, It may be 


necessary to resort to the use of 
certain exercises. But in most in- 
stances attention to the shoes is 
sufficient to brinjj about correction 
of the deformity. 


May Require Operation 


In more advanced cases 
the 


treatment is not as simple. 
Then 


cure is only possible by an opera- 
tion. I am glad to say that the 
operation is not a major one and 
in the hands of a competent sur 
geon, should arouse no anxiety. 
In this -operation the tendon ot 


the contracted or bent toe is di- 
vided, so as to permit extension. 
After the tendon is cut, the extrem- 
ity Is placed and retained in a nor- 
mal position by the application of 
a small splint. The splint is kept 
on for about two week«. 
Despite the simplicity of this op- 


eration, many avoid it for fear of 
the "knife". This is unwise. It is 
too bad to suffer a great deal of 
unnecessary agony and discomfort 
M a result of the abnormal posi- 
tion of the toes. In most instances 
the little operation can be per- 
formed under a local anesthetic.

Foot health means 
good general health. Poor foot 
health means a lowering of the 
g-eneral resistance of the body. 


To Insure good foot health it Is 
necessary to correct all deformities 
of the feet. In addition, care must 
be taken, in the choice of footgear. 
Make sure that the shoes are 
broad enough so that the first and 
fifth toes rest £atry on the sole.

you about errors; women bosses 
arc jealous; women bosses are ef- 
ficiency slaves; men don't scream 
at you; women fiml fault more;

sidediiess ot the 520 to 1 vote.

That's what he 
said a year ago and now, on the 
threshold of another indoor season 
of racing, he says it again. 
In his sixth year as a top flight 
miler, Glenn has shown no signs 
of deterioration. 
In 1933 he ran 
a 4:13 mile indoors to start his 
campaign. This .month he ran his 
first big mile of the year at the 
Sugar bowl meet in 4:13.2. 
Between those two races lie five 
years of gfeat footracing. 
The 
silent young fellow, who had repre- 
sented the United States at Los 
Angeles at the 1932 Olympics, has 
become one of the great ijport fig- 
ures of the decade. He has 18 
miles under 4:15 and six under 
4:10 to his credit and has been a 
leading figure in a golden age of 
mile racing that has chopped al- 
most three seconds off the record 
Jules Ladoumegue set in 1931.

Thirty-five game pitchers don't 
come any more and Speaker has 
only to con his many years in the 
American league to recall that 
fact. And there were pitchers in

game's greatest star. Such pitch- 
ers as Matthewson, Johnson, Wood, 
Donovan, Alexander, Walsh and 
McGinnity to name only -a few. 
In 38 seasons of what is styled 
modern baseball, only 5 pitchers 
have won 35 or more games.

to the ball and studied his lie. It 
hung 
in a treacherous 
tuft 
of 
grass, just on the far side of a 
giant trap that guarded the green. 
Faced 
with a delicate 
niblick 
shot, the player made an exhaus- 
tive survey of the situation. 
Ha 
studied the ball from all four sides. 
He peeked into the grass that 
cradled it. 
He brushed away 
imaginary nothings. He chose first 
one club and then the other. 
The crowd scarcely breathed. It 


knew the importance of this shot 
to the player, and understood hlfl 
painstaking research. 


Makes His Address. 


Finally, 
after what 
seemed a 
year, the man walked to the ball, 
took his stance, and made his ad- 
dress. 


You could hear the crowd eaten 
its collective breath as he swung 
back. 


There came a sick click! 
The ball, completely and thoroly 
topped, dribbed a few yards and 
then ran, as if ashamed and eager 
to hide itself, into the trap.
